Indianapolis, Feb. 9.—The bill to re­ 
form county government as drafted by 
the county and township commistion 
came before the senate yesterday and 
was engrossed after a few minor amend­ 
ments.

The bill provides for a county council 
to be elected by the people of the coun­ 
ty composed of five reputable citizen* 
who shall assume the legislative and ju ­ 
dicial functions of the duties now as­ 
sumed by the present commissioners, 
leaving them but one of the entire three 
which they have hitherto performed, 
the executive. 
No decided opposition to the reform 
proposed in the bill was shown, and the 
chances for it* passage, with the amend­ 
ment* adopted yesterday, are thought to 
be excellent. 
The bill by Mr. Brown (Dem.), in­ 
volving the reorganization of the state 
tomrd of education, came before the 
house yesterday on a divided committee 
report from the committee on education. 
The majority report favored the state 
colleges, and the substitution of the 
Goodwin# bill for the Brown Mil was 
finally adopted by the house after seven 
boons of speeohmaking on both tides of 
the debate. 
The minority report favored the Brown 
Mil, which involved the entire reorgani­ 
zation of the state board, taking from it 
t he heads of the three state colleges, the 
State University, Purdue and the State 
Normal, who are now ex- diem members 
of the state board, and placing in their 
stead three educators whom the.gover­ 
nor should appoint.

M anila, Feb. 9.—-Tue sday evening as 
the Filipinos at Caloocan were evidently 
m assing for a night attack upon the 
American left wing, Companies B, O 
and I of th e T w entieth K ansas infantry 
were ordered to attack and drive the 
iharpshtxxters from a bamboo jungle In 
front of the firing line, w here they had 
caused considerable annoyance all the 
afternoon. 
The battalion charged bril­ 
liantly, driving the enem y like chaff aud 
penet rating to the very heart of Col00- 
san. 
F irst L ieutenant A. O. Alford, as pre­ 
viously cabled, w as killed w hile leading 
his com pany. 
Ho w as shot in the fore­ 
head. 
Sergeant Jay Sheldon, Company 
I, was seriously wounded. 
Privates 
Daniel H ew itt, Ernest F ritz, John Gilli- 
lau and tw o others, members of Com­ 
pany Ii, w ere slightly wounded. 
T hirty dead Filipinos w ere counted in 
the brush, and there were m any more 
wounded. 
The gunboats Concord and 
Callao kept up an incessant fire from 
tho bay, the Concord dropping m any 
shells in the town w ith telling effect. 
In order to avoid accidents from this 
source, G eneral Otis was compelled to 
recall the K ansas battalion after burn­ 
ing the outskirts of the town. 
E ither the shells of the Atm stone 
w arships or t he natives thorns! Ives lfred
